One Says He Would Gladly Go to Jail If His 
Wife and Children Were Fed 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 6.— 
The bosses of Indiana are great 
fanciers of war-memorials to per- 
petuate the “glory and greatness of 
American democratic ideals,” but 
when a veteran of the world slaugh- 
ter asks for work he is driven off 
the grounds with curses and clubs. 

H. B. Horn, enlisted man who 
served 83 months in France with E 
Co., first machine-gun battalion, 
finds only starvation, kicks and 
curses in this “land of the free (to 
starve)” for which he fought. 

After being ordered, with 25 other 
huhgry job-hunters, off the war- 
memorial grounds, Horn went to the 
Unemployed Council headquarters 
to enlist aid. Two members went 
to the disputed “grounds” the fol- 
lowing morning with the unem- 
ployed workers. The boss ordered 
them off the property which thev 
refused to do. The boss called his 
men for assistance, grabbed a club 
and began swinging. With the aid 
of “his” men (who must either 
starve or support the boss) they 
beat the unemployed off the 
grounds. The unemployed workers 
promise to fight, which is just be- 


The unemployed of Indianapolis 
are sleeping in cellars, hallways and 
empty buildings; they eat when 
they can—by begging. Yet -the 
master class uild 3 or 4 million dol- 
lar memorials (on the taxpayers’ 
money, of course). Unemployment 
insurance would force them to cough 
up some of the profits they have 
stored up by squeezing the work- 
ers, and memorials are cheap—when 
‘the workers foot the bill. “Hell,” 
says one of the unemployed com- 
rades, “we can’t eat war memor- 
ials * 


Jailed in aiding family of six. 
Forged to fight starvation— wife, 
children ousted from home,” says 
the “Star”! 

“Clarence Gorman, 31 years old, 
successfully fought the Germans 
during the world war, but his sin- 
gle-handed battle against poverty 
was a failure.” He was jailed for 
forging a $12 check. His words are 
eloquent of the sufferings of mil- 
lions of unemployed workers: 

J would gladly spend the rest 
of my life in prison if I knew my 
wife and babies are being taken 
care of. I had gotten to the place 
where I had to have a little money 
for food. I am not a criminal, but 
I have been without a job for 
months and I was not going to 
stand by and watch my family 
starve.’ ” 

Jails and memorials for the un- 
employed, yet “our” sadistic ex- 
ploiters are not finis 

“Asked how quarters would be 
provided for the aged and infirm 
Commissioner Snider laughed, ‘They 
don’t worry me... they can 
sleep in tents as far as I’m con- 
cerned.’” (Indianapolis Times.)

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MACHADO CALLS 
15,000 SOLDIERS 


Discontent Grows; 
Nationalists Betray 


HAVANA, Oct. 6.—Machado has 
ordered the passage of a law giv- 
ing him the right to suspend ‘all 
constitutional guarantees.” Though 
“constitutional guarantees” never 
existed in Cuba, the step of Machado 
shows his intensive preparations 
against a mass uprising against the 
Wall Street regime. Machado has 
mobilized his entire army of 150,000 
soldiers. An unusually strong force 
is stationed at Camp Columbia for 
immediate call by Machado. 


The Nationalists, who do not 
really want a real mass uprising, 
are conferring with Machado 
through Dr. Jesus Maria Barraqua, 
minister of justice and one of Ma- 
chado’s aids.

Communism, and said: “To stem the 
possible tide of Communism and 
possible tide of unrest, you are go- 
ing to havfie a lot of help. He en- 
dorsed President Green's stand 
against unemployment insurance 
and presented Green with the keys 
of the city and with a special cane. 


Hoover-Green Plot. 


In the open A. F. L. convention 
Hoover addressed the assembled 
$10,000-and-up officials as “You 
Working Men.” His remark (in- 
cluded in the printed copy of his 
speech sent to newspapers days be- 
fore it was delivered) mentioning 
Green’s introductory remark laud- 
ing Hoover as “interested in estab- 
lishing an American basis of wage” 
is cl proof that Hoover and 
Green plotted beforehand as to how 
best to fool the workers reading his 


speech. 

The A. F. L. delegates didn’t have 
to be fooled. Hoover was able to 
compliment them openly on their 
treachery to the exploited workers 
and jobless. He praised the A. F. 
L. aid in making these starving 
men bear the whole burden of the 
crisis as follows: “For the first 
time in more than a century of 
these recurring depressions we have 
been practically free of bitter indus- 
trial conflict.” 

Statistics of Treason. 


Later Hoover mentioned that in

showed 2,000 major con- 
flicts, while this crisis had shown 
only 300, mostly minor.” 

Hoover complimented the fat boys 
on their ability to make the workers 
displaced by machinery take the loss 
of their jobs with good grace and 
make those remaining work all the 
harder for the few jobs left, with 
no provision whatever for those 
displaced. 

He lied when he said that since 
.. » labor gives its full and un- 
restric effort to reduce costs by 
the use of these machines and meth- 
ods, the saving from these reduced 
costs shall be shared between labor 
employer and consumer.” The lie 


‘was a stupid one, for his own as- 


sistant secretary of commerce has

He lied further when he said that

For Coal Monopoly. 

Hoover came out for a coal mon- 
opoly, to “reduce destructive com- 
petition ” and for “part time work 
instead of an unemployment dole.” 

Hoover lied again when he said 
the unemployment crisis was “far 
less than one-half in proportion to 
our workers than in either England 
or Germany.” 

And Hoover lied again when he 
said that “in the large sense our 
manufacturing companies, railways, 
utilities and business houses have 
been able to maintain the estab- 
lished wages. Employers have 
spread their employment system- 
atically.” His own Labor Depart- 
ment admits 37,000 railroad work- 
ers fired in two months. 

In the face of all these lies, the 
sold-out international union rack- 
eteer officials cheered him. 

Another Fake Remedy. 

Just before Hoover’s speech the 
legislative council of the A. F. L. 
reported to the convention in the 
luxurious Statler Hotel that its plan 
for reducing unemployment was 
“funding of buying power” and pro- 
posed nine points for more fascis- 
ization of government through na- 
tional economic councils, etc., more 
public works, more vocational train- 
ing and “investigation.” 

All workers were barred from the 
Hoover speech. Special tickets were 
issued only to delegates and invited 
guests. It is significant that in this 
crisis and pre-war period, comes the 
first presidential address to an A. 
F. L. convention since Wilson’s war 
speech in 1917. 

With Boston wide open for the 
two big fascist conventions, and 
boozejoints, brothels and gambling 
dives doing a sizzling trade, the po- 
ice arrested Anna Brown, unem- 
ployed worker, distributing leaflets 
for the Oct. 9 mass meeting.

Wall Street Donates.

Var- 
gas was given donations by Wall 
Street bankers, but the Luiz-Prestes 
outfit were more strongly en- 
trenched and received more support 
from the many British-controlled 
banks in Brazil. 

A cable from George Mayor, spe- 
cial United Press correspondent in 
Montevideo, Urugusy, which bor- 
ders the revolting Brazilian states, 
declares: 

“Dispatches reaching the city of 
Rivera, on the Brazil-Uruguay 
border, said most of the federal 
garrisons in the state of Rio 
Grande do Sul had joined the rev- 

olution. Revolt leaders said tehre 
was great unrest in the states of 

Parahyba, Rio Grande do Norte, 
Ceara and Piahuy—a tier lying 

along the northern coast just 
above Pernambuco.

were increasing there, they 
claimed.”

stabilization in Europe. They mark 
the new and unexpectedly swift de- 
velopment of the revolutionary class 
struggle and the radicalization of 
the working masses in Germany. 
“Over four and a half million 
votes for the Communist Party 
means about 4 million industrial 
workers behind the Communist Par- 
ty in the struggle for a Soviet Ger- 
many.

YUGOSLAV ARMAMENTS 
ARE BEING INCREASED 


BELGRADE (I. P. S.) — The first 
Yugoslavian aeroplane carrier, the 
“Zmay,” entered the Dalmatian port 
of Tibar a few days ago. The new 
war ship was built at a Hamburg 
shipyard. It is the first unit of the 
Yugoslavian war navy. The ship 
is fitted with every up-to-date war 
equipment. 

Zagreb reports that a secret trial 
commenced in Sarajevo on 11 Sep- 
tember, of 25 persons charged with 
offences against the Fascist law for 
the protection of the state. The 
names of the accused, and the de- 
tails of the trial, are not allowed 


press. 

The heroic strike of 1,600 workers 
of the wood working workshops of 
Teslitsch, commenced on 28 August, 
had to be broken off on 12 Septem- 
ber. These workers, existing in the 
utmost poverty, have been simply 
starved into surrender by the em- 
ployers, aided by the social fascist 
trade unions. The cause of the 
strike was the proposed reduction 
of the wages of the unskilled work- 
ers by 25 per cent. The social fas- 
cist trade union leaders agreed to 
accept a wage cut of 8 per cent, the 
workers to pay their own social in- 
surance. Upon this the workers 
went on strike, and have only suc- 
cumber to the combined forces of 
the employers, the social fascists, 
and state power. That this strike 
could take place at all in the blood- 
iest and most reactionary dictator- 
ship of Europe is a proof of the 
growing revolutionary spirit of the 
proletariat of Yugoslavia.

(The following is the first of a series of 
articles by Comrade Paul Novick on the “so- 
cialist” party of America. Workers will 
find these articles of much value in their 
discnesions on the parties and platforms in 
the present election campaign.—Editor.) 

Morris Hillquit is not merely a rich cor- 

poration lawyer. Morris rae arg is the chair- 
man of the “socialist” its brains, its 
theoretician. Morris Aileen ‘ls the lifelong 
representative of the American “socialists” on 
the executive committee of the Second (“So- 
cialist”) International. He has just returned 
from one of the sessions of that committee, in 
- Zurich. Morris Hillquit is a symbol of Amer- 
isan and international “socialisnl,’ its guiding 
spirit (at least, as far as American “socialism” 
is concerned.) 


Then, who is Morris Hillquit? 


“The American Labor Who's Who,” published 
by the Rand School in 1925 tells us: a lewyer, 
a member of the national executive commit- 
tee of the socialist party at various times, born 
in Riga (Latvia), came to the U. S. in 1888, 
lecturer, author, 214 Riverside Drive. There 
are, however, some pertinent points of infor- 
mation about this gentleman, which the “so- 
cialist” publishing house has omitted and 
which the workers must know—in order to

= is for years known as one of the 
shareholders of the Burns’ Coal Trust. Wheth- 
er ke still is a shareholder we do not know.

reason why he should have sold them. 

True, there is a reason. The Burns’ Ceal 

ist is an open shop concern, a strikebreak- 
ing concern that is exploiting its workers mer- 
ciletsly. But all this was known to the brains 
of the “socialist” party when the shares were 
bought, in the first place. A good profit, 
however, or heavy dividends, is a major fac- 
tor in all dealings of the chairman of the “so- 
cialist” party, even if it is profit derived from 
“closed” or open-shop exploitation. 

Mr. Hillquit is supposed to be an authority 
en Marz's “Capital.” More so, he is an 
authority on Wall Street capital, or rather 
Wall Street stocks in which he began dabbling 
years ago. It is not known whether he has

which once “belonged” to the International La- 


dies’ Garment Union and was transferred in 


1927 to a group of capitalists, Hillquit amongst 
them. Probably the only thing that dis- 
tinguishes this bank from the average capi- 
talist bank is that the Hillquit concern en- 
gages rather heavily in speculating, beg par- 
don—“investing.” 

This capitalist role of the guiding spirit of 
the American “socialists” and of the Second 
International was only part of his role as a 
lawyer for the bosses in all their fights, in- 
cluding their fights against workers. In 1927 
when Lgcal 25 of the International Fur Work- 
ers Union, a bona fide A. F. of L. local in 
Newark, was having a fight with the Consoli- 
dated Rabbit Dressing Manufacturers, the 
workers discovered that Morris Hillquit was 
behind the bosses, as their lawyer and guiding 
spirit (for good non-spiritual pay, of course). 
The Communist Freiheit had demanded that 
Hillquit explain that matter to the workers, 
bet it seems that here, too, like the leader of 
Tammany Hall, the leader of the “socialist” 
party felt “insulted.” He did not explain. It 
was unnecessary. The matter was too clear. 

A man with such a variety of activities 
could not have stayed away from the under- 
world. The relations between “socialism” and 
the underworld will be dealt with in a separate 
article. As far as this unscrupulous money- 
maker Hillquit, he simply could not have 
stayed away from a source which supplies so 
much “easy money,” racketeering. 

The Daily Worker last Thursday has pointed 
out the honorable mention Hillquit is receiv- 
ing in Courtney Terret’s book on racketeering 
in the United States, “Only Saps Work.” It 
appears from pages 107-108 of that book that 
Hillquit was the lawyer for the chief racketeer 
in the glazing trade in New York, William 
Ellinger, after he (Ellinger) had shot and near- 
ly killed one of the small dealers of that trade, 
Joseph Okonovitz. Ellinger al found guilty 
and sent to Sing Sing, but that did not stop 
Hillquit from acting as his lawyer. before the 
Court of Appeals—for a fat retainer, of course 
(the racketeer went to Sing Sing and Hillquit 
was left with the money obtained threugh 
racketeering). 

Courtnay Terret, in his book on racketeering, 
is trying to shield the “socialists” and the A. 
F. of L. leaders. Morris L. Ernst, “socialist,” 
campaign manager for Heywood Broun, wrote 
the preface to Terret's book and probably took 
care to protect his party- colleagues. Hillquit's 
name was left because Ernst himself is a law- 
yer and does not find anything wrong in acting 
for the underworld, for a good retainer, or may 


be he wanted to show up a competitor. Any- 


way, Hillquit was properly placed in the 
Rogue’s Gallery of Racketeering Land.

District (afterwards Meyer London consti- 
tueney) and was “nearly” elected, if something 
hadn’t snapped. That “some was his 
stand on immigration at the International So- 
cialist Congress in Stuttgart, Germany, the 
year before. At that congress Hillquit fought 
for the right of “socialists” in America to op- 
pose immigration of colored races—Japanese, 
Chinese, etc. When Tammany Hall sprang that 
thing a few days before elections, the bottom 
fell out of Hillquit’s campaign in that immi- 
grant district, which was subsequently turned 
to Meyer London. 


To be sure, Hillquit is an immigrant. himself, 
The fact that he changed his name from Hil- 
kovitz to Hillquit adds another laurel. to his 
character. But Matthew Woll and James. Davis 
are immigrants, too. This does not prevent 
them from being the most bitter immigrant- 
baiters and to demand passports and finger- 
printing for foreign-born. Because Well and 
Davis are servants of capitalism, capitalists 
themselves, and immigrant-baiting and persecu- 
tion of “other” races, race-hatred in general, 
constitutes capitalist policy, a means of divid- 
ing and subjecting the workers. Hillquit a 
capitalist, a servant of the bosses in ALL mat- 
ters, “ein Maedchen fuer Alles,” is for thet 
policy.

In 
this period of economic crisis this becomes 
clear to the workers.

Grafters and Lynchers Go Free. 

How does it otherwise happen that a single 
capitalist swindler of Queens County is the 
only Tammany politician “enjoying a l 
in jail, While scores are under charges, th 
whole Tammany machine under suspieion — 
Mayor Walker refuses an investigation of his 
office? How about corruption in Philadel- 
phia, yee Chicago, Albany—with the cap- 
italist cians enjoying their loot—while a 
Savion’ mother is sent to prison for stealing 
a bottle of milk? All to preserve the majesty 
of capitalist law and order. 

How does it happen that lynching mobs who 
ate known to the authorities are not molested 
or persecuted? That open threats, acts of 
violence, assault and murder of militant labor 
organizers and Communists take place, not 
only unhampered but aided by the authorities? 

Do the lynchings of thirty-six Negroes thus 
far this year, the attacks on Communists and 
revolutionary trade unionists of the Trade 
Union Unity League, the numerous sentences 
to the rock-pile in the South on the charge 
of “vagrancy,” the imprisonment of revolution- 
ary workers for assembling in California to 
organize a union; the threat of the electric 
chair in Atlanta—do these few examples not 
clearly demonstrate that the capitalist courts 
and prisons are class institutions, part of the 
capitalist state whose function it is to protect 
the interests of the capitalist class against 
the other class—the working class? 
“Socialists” Covering Up Fundamental Cause. 

This is perfectly clear—and is being em- 
phasized every day by the cro 
prisons with the working-class s of cap- 
italism—so-called “criminals”—and direct vie- 
tims of the class struggle within capitalism— 
Communists and revolutionary working-class 
leaders.

2 Rich Gamblers Show the Way. 

But more. Gamblers on the stock exchange, 
successful managers of shady deals set the pace 
in the country. Are not the rich parasites 
and bloodsuckers on the lives of the working- 
class—Morgan, Rockefeller, Young, Mellon, 
Lamont, Guggenheim, Ford, etc., the success- 
ful gamblers who are held up as examples to 
the workers? Do not the workers then in a 
small, but for them dangerous, way pursue the 
same course to ee pilfer and 
land in prison? 

On in a different way: Are the workers not 
on all sides advised, sometimes compelled, to 
buy homes, furnishings, cars, on the installment 
plan, which has saddled the working class with 
more than eight billion dollars of debts—their 
future- mortgaged! 

“Socialists” Mocking at Workers Misery. 

Now with the erisis cutting its furrows deep 
into the face of the working-class family, with 
the terror of unemployment and starvation 


looking, out of the eyes of 8,000,000 workers 
and their f amilies, with the bosses program 


of wage cuts getting into swing, with 
of the whole 
—with the capitalists insisting 
upon 35. receiving their profits even tho the 
workers starve—yes with the capitalist system 
being based on the ruthless, merciless exploita- 
tion of the workers and poor farmers and, ac- 
cording to government reports, “forcing four- 
fifths of the workers to live below the level 
of subsistence”—for the “Socialist” platform 
to speak of “assuring” decent living standards 
through higher wages and shorter hours,” and 
“by better and higher free education” (with 
the colleges and universities turning out hun- 
dreds of thousands of students who can find 
no jobs under capitalism)—to speak thus is to 
mock at the misery of the working class. As- 
surance of decent living standards “can only 
come through a destruction of the — 
system of exploitation and the establ 
of a Soviet system—the system that — 
ing up “Socialism” in the industry and agri- 
culture of the Soviet Union with such marvel- 
ous results and speed. To pretend to any “as- 
surance of decent living standards” is purest 
demagogy, for it requires organized struggle 
against capitalism but the “socialist”. party is 
a party in favor of capitalism. 
“Socialist” Platform, Wants More Prisons! 
But the best point in the “socialist” platform 
dealing with crime is the following: “As meas- 
ures to cope with increasing crime in the state, 
we demand,” no, reader, not what you think— 


“a program of prison building.” More prisons, 


of course for the workers! 

The reactionary labor movement produces its 
share of criminals, based on capitalist meth- 
ods, as, for instance, through “labor” banking, 
gangsterism within the unions, copied from 
vigilent gangs of the capitalists, gangsters 
slug and murder militant workers, gangste 
extorting blackmail; racketeers who in their 
way using their own methods, follow the path 
of Rockefeller and Morgan.
